Within the last year, redemption 
centers in Woburn, Lexington, 
Reading, and numerous other towns 
have been forced to shutdown. 

“It doesn’t look good,”

protect the small business owner.

WOBURN — The bids are

Authority (WRA) Chair John 
Marlowe said he has learned

Marlowe said a subsequent 
inquiry to the state Department 
of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) on the wetland variance 
revealed a decision on the vari- 
ance could be only 10 days to 
two weeks away.

In the early 1700s, devoted 
citizens, of what is now Wilmington, 
traveled up to 7 miles, in all kinds of 
New England weather, to attend mass. 
It was for this reason that a new 
church was petitioned and finally built 
in Wilmington in 1733. The 
meetinghouse, as it was called, was 
the centerfold for all community 
activities and has quite an interesting 
historical background 

This first meetinghouse was an 
unpainted, square, barn-like building 
with roughly plastered walls and no 
heat. Before stoves were installed, 
baptismal water often froze in the 
basin and communion bread on the 
plate. Furthermore, although 
everyone was welcome in the church, 
community distinctions were 
maintained by the seating 
arrangement once inside. 

After surviving the Revolutionary 
War, the church burned down, in 
1864, when the Bond Cracker Factory 
across the street caught on fire. The 
present building, the Wilmington 
Congregational Church, was 
dedicated on the same site in 1866. 

Over the years the church has 


undergone many renovations tomake 
itas beautiful as itis today. The 250th 
anniversary of the church was 
celebrated in 1983. Today, not only 
does it serve as a place of worship 
but, as a “meetinghouse” where all 
citizens of Wilmington are able to be 
part of a special family = 
Unfortunately, the Congregational 
church, which has served the 
community for so long, is now in 
need of extensive repairs. It 
desperately needs to be stripped and 
painted while new gutters are needed 
as well. There are unfunded plans for 
a handicap access elevator and the 
tower clock, which is supposed to be 
taken care of by the town of 
Wilmington, needs repairs as well. 
Many fundraisers have been held 
in order to raise money for the 
renovations yet the congregation is 
still far from their goal. Considering 
that it will cost approximately $15,000 
just to paint the church, ideas and 
donations would be greatly 
appreciated.

‘waste disposal. 

The costs could double again 
under the burden of paying for 
‘the plant’s construction and in- 
:stallin| federally-required 
“scrubbers” to cut back air pol- 
‘lution from the plant, accord- 
ing to the North East Solid 
Waste Committee, which 
represents the communities. 

“The only thing we can see 
is a tremendous debt to pay off 
‘and the only way we can sur- 
vive is to have help, both state 
and federal,” said Bob 
McQuade, Andover’s _ public 
‘works director.

\ On Wednesday, the state’s 
‘Natural Resources Committee

Incinerators were supposed 
to solve the problem of leaky 
landfills and rising electricity 
costs.

In addi- 
tion, the economic downturn in 
the early 1990s drove down the 
value of electricity as the 
demand for power dropped. 

Asa it, the incinerator’s 
power is worth less and the 23 
towns are stuck with higher 
trash bills, North Andover 
Town Administrator Bob Hal- 
pin said. Worse yet, he said, 
the plant will belong to 
Wheelabrator when the town’s 
contract expires in 2005. 

Halpin said a $160 million 
debt to pay for the plant’s con- 
struction spread between the 
towns could force them to ex- 
tend the contract. 

Arlington Town Manager 
Donald Marquis said the towns 
were not-given a choice by the 
state when they signed the con- 
tact with Wheelabrator. 

“I felt like I had a gun to my 
head,” he said. “We have been 
paying and paying and paying 
for doing the right thing.” 

Rep. Barry Finegold, D- 
Andover, who hosted the meet- 
ing with Sen. Susan Fargo, D- 
Lincoln, said he hopes the 

islature approves the $22 
million t. 

“I think this is an issue of 
fairness that the state back in 
the early 1980s forced us into 
the contract, which turned out 
to be a very bad deal,” said 
Finegold. 

But environmentalists said 
given the pollution created by 
incinerators, the state would be 
better off spending its money 
on recycling. 

Eric Weltman of the Toxics 
Action Center, a non-profit 
group that supports local ac- 
tivists who are opposed to the 
plant, said the money spent 
grading the incinerator could 
instead help keep trash out of 
landfills and pollutants out of 
the air. 

Last year, a Department of 
Environmental Protection 
report found that the North 
Andover incinerator is the 
state’s largest single source of 
mercury pollution. Members of 
the Merrimack Valley Environ- 
mental Coalition, a group of lo- 
cal environmentalists, have 
said they want the plant closed 
when its contract expires in 
2005.

Compared to other major drug 
treatment programs, methadone treat- 
ment for heroin (diacetylmorphine) 
addicts has yielded promising results 
keeping addicts heroin free. As a 
five-year methadone treatment pilot 
project funded by the federal Center 
For Substance Abuse Treatment, 
H.A.R.T. House seeks to offer 
parenting and life skills, continual 
access to primary health care and 
other social services necessary for 
the recovery of opiate addicted 
women and their families. 

H.A.R.T. House (Healing And 
Recovering Together), is located on 
the Tewksbury Hospital campus. 
“The State provides the building but 
otherwise the project is entirely Fed- 
erally funded, including the research. 
It’s been open for about a year now. 
Part of the goal was to find out if 
women would stay in treatment longer 
if they were with theirchildren, and if 
treatment lasted longer, would it work 
better,” says Gabrielle Dean, Direc- 
tor of H.A.R.T. House. “We're also 
part of the Center For Addictive Be- 
havior, which has been doing various 
kinds of treatment for drug and alco- 
hol involved families. They've done 
residential treatment in Lynn for about 
24 years now,” she added: 

While there is no best way to quit 
heroine, at proper doses methadone 
lets addicts function normally with- 
out the very painful withdrawal symp- 
toms, and it can be safely used, even 
for decades, with few adverse reac- 


tions. “We're part of anational evalu- 
ation of the methadone program 
which will compare our research and 
pool together all the research about 
this program. It's really an instruc- 
tion on how to get sober and how to 
stay sober. We have really good de- 
mographic information and hopefully 
that will give us information about 
what treatment works and what 
doesn't for kids and families,” says 
Dean. : 

“We have 12 women here now, 
and the children number around 20. 
Each mother has one to three chil- 
dren with them, The mothers have a 
room and they share it with their 
infants if the kids are under a year. 
Older children have rooms across the 
hall from their mothers.” H.A.R.T. 
House involves the families of the 
residents whenever possible, and fam- 
ily members who need treatment can 
be enrolled simultaneously in the 
other treatment programs, such as the 
Nichols Program, on the site. “Resi- 
dents stay between six months and 
one year, Our goal is to be a nine 


month program,” Dean said. 

“AI of the women who were ad- 
dicted to heroine when they came 
here aré-now on methadone,” Dean 
said. If they are on drugs, pregnant 
women are also endangering the fe- 
tus, and fetuses risk is greater be- 
cause it cannot handle addiction like 
an adult. “Many women are main- 
tained with methadone during their 
pregnancy, and since we take women 
with children, we take them after 
their baby is born,” Dean adds. The 
infant is then sent to a hospital for 
detoxification. 

“The children go to day care fora 
very typical, structured day care day. 
They have a morning session, nap 
time, lunch, the usual. The mothers 
also have a very structured day. They 
have a group from 9:30 to 11 which 
includes varied topics such as recov- 
ery, and parenting. We also use re- 
sources from the outside such as vo- 
cational programs and nutrition,” 
Dean says. Atlunch time the mothers 
have an AA or NA meeting on the 
site, and usually attend an afternoon 
group session whichcovers women's 
issues, “We have women that go from 
not having a role in their kid's life to 
being an aggravated parent, which is 
atypical emotion of many parents. A 
mother of three is going to have a lot 
of stress," Dean says. The mothers 
and their children play together from 
3 to 5 in the afternoon. “What we're 
trying to give them is a very struc- 
tured day and a general real feel for 
recovery.” Dean added. 

“In the evening, they appoint a 
baby-sitter and go with the staff to an 
outside meeting.” The chore duties 
are shared and given on a rotating 
basis; someone will be the cook for 
the week, someone will clean the 
halls, someone does the bathrooms. 
They all eat family style: the family 
sits at the table and the meal is served 
at the table, Even though the building 
and its style is really an institutional 
setting, we try to imitate as much of a 
family environment as we can,” says 
Dean. 

“People who graduate from our 
program go on to their own apart- 


ment or go back to the one they left. 
A few of our alumni come back here 
to do volunteer and community ser- 
vice work,” says Dean, “One of the 
major problems that we run into about 
the people who have been drug in- 
volved, is that often they have not had 
great relationships with housing 
Once you have a bad reputation, it’s 
hard to find somewhere else to live,” 
Dean adds. 

“Our graduation rate is about 50%. 
Right now all our graduates are in

recovery programs and we maintain 
contact with them after they leave 
here. Sometimes it’s hard to find some 
of them, especially the ones who leave 
early. The people who leave because 
they don’t wantto be in treatment yet, 
or because of some other reason, are 
the hardest to track,” Dean says. 
Some of the graduates are still on 
methadone and will have to visit treat- 
ment centers each day to received 
their dosage. Some are completely 
drug free. Support groups on site and 
recovery programs in other locations 
allow H.A.R.T. House to keep in 
contact with the former residents. 
“We have an alumni support group 
here and one of our alumni is now a 
volunteer,” Dean adds. 

“We have 17 staff on the payroll; 
2 social workers, a family therapist, 


day care staff and a director. Our 
goal is to become sustainable by bill- 
ing, receiving grants, and by working 
with foundations. Foundations are 
very interested in working with chil- 
dren and finding out what works for 
children. We've also gotten incred- 
ible support from the community. 


We've received donations of food, 
toys, furniture and other wonderful 
things,” says Dean. 

“Over the course of our first year 
of operation, we served 24 women 
and their children,” Dean says. The 
women in the program are referred 
from other treatment programs, from 
the Department of Social Services, 
and courts. Right now they have a 
waiting list of 34, which may mean 
that the last people on the list have a 
waiting period of up to one year.

The existing bill allowsconsumers 
to return Containers to such centers 
fora five centrefund. The redemption 
center then sorts, stores, and ships the 
recyclable containers to the 
distributors fora small profitacquired 
through a handling fee. Originally, 
the redemption centers received two 
cents as a handling fee per can or 
bottle, until 1988, when the Executive 
Office of — Environmental 
Affairs(EOEA) raised the fee for the 
first and only time to 2.25 cents. 

However, the existing handling 
fee hardly covers the cost of delivery, 
employee payrolls, and the 
skyrocketing increase in packaging 
materials. 

Robert Proctor, owner of 
Tewksbury Redemption and three 
other similar facilities, explained that 
acase of glass bottles normally brings 
a54centrefund, in addition, a20cent 
shipping box must be purchased from 
the distributor before it is returned, 
gnawing away alan already slim profit 
margin. 

“There's virtually no profit in it: 
We can’t box it and ship it back to 
where it came from for 34 cents a 
case,” said Proctor. 

Furthermore, distributors have 
increased their stranglehold on the 
state's centers by requesting that 
returns be delivered to more remote 
facilities in Avon and Hudson, 
although there are several distributors 
within the local area. 

“There's nothing we can do about 
it. There's nobody to call. If you say 
anything , they make it hard on you,” 
Proctor said. 

The proposed new bottle bill, 
which is presently tied up in a 
committee, would hike the 
redemption centers’ handling fee to 
three cents, greatly improving their 
chances for survival. 

“Normally, when they assign a 
bill to a committee, it usually dies in 
the committee. If it went to three 
cents we might be able to stay in 
business. But, it won't go into effect 
until July 1998, which will kill most 
of the centers by then. It’s a whole 
year away,” Keogan said. 

Another aspect of the current bill 
owners oppose is the policy regarding 
unclaimed deposits. 

After winning a 1990 court 
decision, Massachusetts acquired the 


rights to all unclaimed deposits. 

Prior to the ruling, redemption 
centers were allowed to retain the 
profits from these unclaimed 
containers, which have been 
estimated between 16.and $23 million 
annually. Massachusetts’ bottle bill 
is currently the only in the nation to 
permit the state to keep such funds. 

Keogan asserted that this annual 
sum is being misused and is presently 
funding toxic waste cleanups. 

“To me, itshould be going to help 
redemption centers . But it doesn't 
seem to be going that way. Each (can 
or bottle) thrown away is another 
nickel in the state's pocket, “ said 
Keogan. 

If the bill is passed, the 
commonwealth would be required to 
return 30 percent of the unclaimed 
deposits to the redemption centers. 
This would be achieved by funneling 
the money through the proposed 
handling fee increase. 

To combat the crippling effect of 
the present statute, some redemption 
centers have responded by paying 
customers only four cents per 
container to compensate for revenue 
lost to the inert handling fee. 

Although the Massachusetts 
Attorney General's office has yet to 
decide whether or not this reduced 
refund is legal, most redemption 
centers are reluctant to resort to this 
questionable practice fearing 
paybacks may be ordered in the future. 

Until the fate of the new bill is 
decided, Keogan and Proctorcontinue 
to take the necessary precautions to 
keep their businesses alive. They have 
cutback on staff, residential pick-ups, 
and hours of operation. A hand- 
lettered sign taped to Wilmington 
Redemption's door reads:"Open 
Saturday 9 AM Until ???" 

“We used to be open all the time. 
Now we can't be. I used to help the 
old people in town by going to their 
houses (for pick-ups), but Ican’tdoit 
anymore,” Keogan said. 

It remains to be seen what lasting 
éffects these closings will have on 
the cities and towns of Massachusetts. 
Though many foresee an increase in 
litter, which was, ironically, the target 
of the bill when it was adopted in 
1983. Facilities like Tewksbury'sand 
Wilmington’s have been effective in 
reducing the amount of litter by

Wilmington woman celebrates five years 


Winning the battle with breast cancer

WILMINGTON - This past 
February marked a special, yet 
painful anniversary for Peggy 
Graham and family. The mother 
of Ryan and Megan marks her 
calender at five years of living 
after a bout with breast cancer. 
She is a determined, and hopeful 
woman striving for her future 
limes ahead with friends . and 
“family. At the same time she can 
‘never forget the battles she has 
trampled behind. 

The world of breast cancer was 
first introduced to the Wilmington 
family through a routine self-exam 
several years ago. Peggy visited 
her local physician in concern after 
finding lump in her breast. Upon 
getting a medical evaluation a 
second lump was discovered, 
(putting her in need of immediate 
medical attention. What she was 
unprepared for was the long, and 
often frightening road ahead. 

In the early years of the 
1990's, breast cancer research’ was 
for the most part just beginning, 
and’ little information on the 
disease was supplied by the media. 
Peggy's introduction was nothing 
Jess than a “culture shock," of 
which she would undergo two 
frightening operations. The first 
was done by a local surgeon, who 
apparently had a difficult time 
killing the disease. Peggy was 
quickly rushed into another 
surgery, only one month later. 
This time she underwent a 
mastectomy in order to stop the 
growth within her breasts. It was 


a procedure that seemed negative, 
but was necessary to save her 
young life. 

At the Leahy Clinic in 
Burlington, Peggy received the 
well attended care she needed in 
her vulnerable state. At the time 
the Leahy Breast Cancer Clinic 
was relatively new, and 
experimental. Under a team of 
doctor's, counselors, and surgeons 
Peggy was given a armor of 
medical treatment to help her in 
her fight for life. 

One of her biggest fears came 
true with the onslaught of 
chemotherapy soon after the 
operation. The horror stories she 
had heard prior to receiving the 
therapy were enough to make her 
want to go without. The 
medication brought on nausea, and 
terrible insomnia. Luckily, she did 
not lose her hair, which often 
happens. Her recovery under the 
therapy was a slow, but eventual 
process. 

The uripleagant chemotherapy 
was enough to push Peggy into 
early menopause. Between 
fighting off cancer, and dealing 
with a major body change, Peggy 
had a tough first year. Still, she 
managed to get the courage to 
return to working at her job as a 
Child Development Teacher at 
Arlington High School. One of the 
main reasons for her strength was 
all the support she was given by 
friends, family, co-workers, and 
even strangers. 

Through the advice of her 
doctor's at the Leahy Clinic, Peggy 
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Saving lives for 10 years 


joined a support group for 
survivors of breast cancer. At 
first she was hesitant, but later 
found the experience highly 
rewarding. “I became very close 
with the women in the group. 
They were very supportive. In 
fact, everyone has been supportive; 
from my husband, to my 76 year 
old mother.” 

Five out of the seven women in 
Peggy's support group are still 
survivors of breast cancer. The 
odds are a lot higher for any 
woman when the disease is detected 
early. The rate of breast cancer 
continues to grow in women of all 
ages. A regular check up might 
slow down the process. There is 
still a lot unknown about breast 
cancer, and how to fight it. Many 
Organizations are growing together 
to try and raise money for the 
killer. 

In September, Peggy will run 
with all five of her sisters in "the 
Race for the Cure" in downtown 
Boston. It is Peggy's fifth year 
running for breast cancer. This 
year she is hoping to raise $500, as 
a symbol for the life she has been 
given. According to Peggy, 
“every year since I've run it has 
been in someone else's memory. 
This year it is in celebration of 
me." She has a lot to be grateful 
for, and a lot to live for. 

Speaking in front of young 
women recently diagnosed is 
something that keeps Peggy going. 
She understands what they might 
be feeling, and what questions they 
might have better than anyone. It 
is important to her that no one 
goes through the fight alone. 
While ignorance to the disease 
gave Peggy a hard and frightening 


road of recovery, she can state at 
least one positive thing about the 
entire incident. With her family 
more aware now of the dangers of 
breast cancer, every woman in the 
Graham clan have become experts 
in the field. Peggy says with a 
smile, "if (my disease) could help 
them to not go through what I 
went through, than at least 
something positive came out of it 
all."

BURLINGTON - In the past 10 
years, countless lives have been 
saved by the North Suburban 
Emergency ‘Medical Consortium, 
an organization that recently 
celebrated its first decade of 
providing advanced life support 
(ALS) to the area. This year alone 
paramedics responded to more 
than 11,000 calls, treating more 
than 4,000 patients. 

"The provision of advanced life 
support is really an extension of 
the Emergency Department to the 
Street, the home and the 
workplace,” notes Lahey Hitchcock 
Medical Center emergency 
physician Michael Erdos, M.D., 
Consortium Medical Director and 
Region IV EMS Medical Director. 
"There have been a significant 
number of pre-hospital ‘saves’ 
during our tenure here, as well as 
the stabilization and initiation of 
treatment in many cases well 
before hospital arrival." 

The Consortium, comprised of 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center, 
Symmes Hospital and Medical 
Center, Winchester Hospital and 
Armstrong Ambulance Service, 
provides paramedic level, 
pre-hospital care to 12 cities and 
towns including Wilmington. The 
population served by the 
Consortium is over 300,000.

The Consortium began in 
November, 1986 with just one 
vehicle serving the area. Now, 
four vehicles, each staffed by two 
paramedics, are available to 
respond within eight minutes 
anywhere in the service area. 

This service is provided in close 
cooperation with each municipal 
basic life support (BLS) rescue 
service, and in most cases, the BLS 
transporting ambulance arrives 
within four minutes of dispatch. 
Together, BLS and ALS personnel 
provide an extension of the 
hospitals' emergency services, with 
emergency physicians directing 
patient care via direct radio 
communication, This’ care is 
guided by regional Paramedic 
Treatment Protocols, developed 
and defined over the past 10 years, 


Clinical oversight for this 
Program is provided by 
Consortium ALS Coordinator 
Sharon Romano, R.N., EMT-P, of 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center, 
and Mark Saia, EMT-P, ALS 
Supervisor for Armstrong 
Ambulance. 

“We have always incorporated 
new treatment modalities into our 
practice, such as the initiation in 
September 1996 of performing 
pre-hospital 12 lead 
electrocardiograms, which provide 
early identification of heart attack 
victims. This allows potentially life 


saving treatment to be initiated as 
soon as possible," Romano 
explains, The close working 
relationship with the municipal 
BLS services has also resulted in 
the development of other life 
saving programs such as 
semi-automatic defibrillation for 
cardiac arrest, and the EpiPen 
Auto-Injector program for 
anaphylaxis (from allergic 
reactions). 

Administrative oversight for the 
Consortium is provided by 
administrative and physician 
representatives from the three 
hospitals, Armstrong Ambulance, 
and fire chiefs from three of the 
participating cities/towns. LHMC 
Vice President of Hospital 
Operations Pamela Corradino 
chairs the Consortium as well as 
the Regional EMS Advisory 
Council, which helps set policy for 
EMS care throughout eastern 
Mass. 

"This program clearly 
demonstrates how communities can 
benefit through public and private 
interests working cooperatively. 
Everyone who has been involved 
with the development and ongoing 
support of the Consortium 
deserves our thanks and 
congratulations. We truly have a 
system of which we should be 
extremely proud.”

American Legion offers the RX 
America 1-800-905-9818 
program. You may have to be a 
member of the American Legion. 
For the names of participating 
drug stores in our area call the toll 
free number. This program gives a 
saving of 20 to 40 percent on all 
prescriptions. 

Medscript 1-800-279-3784 gives 
a saving of 20 to 80 percent and 
you can order up to a year's 
supply. 

Many pharmaceutical companies 
offer free medications to 
individuals who cannot pay. 
Contact the pharmaceutical 
company that makes your 
particular medications. Ask if your 
medication is offered free; if it is, 
ask for the procedure for applying. 
Some companies require the doctor 
to apply. Others will mail the 
application to the patient. If you do 
not know the name of the 
pharmaceutical company that 
manufactures your medication, ask 
your pharmacist or doctor. 

AARP has a mail in program 
giving 20 to 50 percent discount on 
prescription medications: You do 
not have to be a member to 
participate in the program. Call 
1-800-456-2277 for more 
information. 

The price of prescriptions vary 
from pharmacy to pharmacy. You 
should shop for one that is fair and 
capable of assisting you if it is 
helping with over the counter 
medications or prescription drugs.

Montvale Avenue to discuss the 
possibility of taking up where a 
previous community group had 
left off on its break-up several 
years earlier. 

For a few months the band 
practices were held in the 
offices of the newspaper and 
then went to such places as the 
Woburn Public Library. For the 
past few, years the band has 
called the former Plympton 
School home for rehearsals. 

Although the band is slated 
for several concerts and parades 
a year in Woburn there is always 
time set aside to go on the road. 
One of those road-trips will 
bring the Band to Memorial 
Park in Reading for a concert 
on Sunday, July 13 at 6:30 p.m. 

The concert will feature 
David Workman on the trumpet, 
direct from an engagement at 
Tanglewood. 

“He can triple tongue faster 
than anyone you have ever 
heard,” Asseirsson claimed. 

Asgeirsson said that in the 
past the band has played in such 
places as the former bandstand 
on Revere Beach and at Nahant 
Beach in Lynn. They used to 
play two concerts,a year at 
Nantasket Beach. 

“We keep the band busy dur- 
ing the summer,” Asgeirsson 
said. “If a place has a band- 
stand we've played there.” 

Asgeirsson started his career 
with the Band in 1943 when a 
fellow Wakefieldian, Alto Horn 
player Ernie Scarpetti invited 
him to come along to rehearsals. 

The two had played together 
in a number of Italian bands 
during the feasts in Boston’s 
North End and West End. 

Asgeirsson, an Icelander by 
ancestry, liked to play the 
Italian music on his trumpet. 

He recalled, “The instrumen- 
tation of the Italian bands were 
all pretty much the same. They 
were based on the bands in 
Italy.” 

Those bands were usually 
made up of eight clarinets, five 
trumpets, two or three horns 
(now known as valve trom- 
bones), a bass drum, cymbals 
and snare drum. 

“The music was usually 
based on operas,” Asgeirsson

This is the time of yoar when 
you want to invite friends over, 
fire up the grill and spend the 
day lounging on the deck. But if 
you want to keep it looking good 
and safe to walk on it’s impor- 
tant to treat your deck annually 
with a sealer-preservative. 

Year-around alternating rain 
and baking sun can reak havoc 
on decks, drying out the wood 
and making it susceptible to 
water retention and rot. In 
damp climates, it can develop a 
mossy patina, which can be 
removed by scrubbing the deck 
surface with a mild bleach solu- 
tion. 

A weathered deck can be 
restored to its original wood 
color with a deck brightening

Before applying a preservative, 
take time to replace nails and 
smooth splintered boards, cau- 
tions Bob Leidberg of The Home 
Depot. 

Foot traffic and the weather- 
ing process can cause nails to 
pop up on a deck,” he said. “If 
this is the case, take them out 
and replace them with corro- 
sion-resistant deck screws and 
you shouldn’t have the same 
problem again.” 

Drive the new screws to 
secure loose decking to joists. If 
you are reusing the old nail or 
screw holes, your new fasteners 
should be slightly longer than 
the originals, Use an orbital 
sander to smooth out any rough 
areas before applying finish to 
decl:ing boards, railing or stairs. 

After you sand the rough 
areas, vacuum the deck to get 
rid of any loose sawdust. Apply 
a staining sealer to all wood, 
preferably using a pressure 
sprayer, followed by a paint- 
brush to smooth out drips and 
runs. Porous wood may require 
another coat of staining sealer 
for even coverage. 


Leidberg recommends stain 
over paint or varnish because it 
does not form a hard skin that 
can crack and peel. If your deck 
already is painted or has a coat 
of varnish, and you are switch- 
ing to stain, you must first 
remove all loose and peeling 
paint with a scraper and, if nec- 
essary, a paint remover. After 
all the paint has been removed, 
scrub the deck with a stiff brush 
to remove all traces of remover. 
Once the deck has dried, apply 
a heavy coat of stain and sealer. 
Avoid staining in direct sunlight 
or if rain is forecast for the next 
day. 

To Renew your deck 

1. Mix deck-brightening solu- 
tion as directed by manufactur- 
er. Apply solution wih the pres- 
sure sprayer and let set for 10 
minutes. 

2. Scrub deck thoroughly with 
a stiff scrub brush Wear rubber 
gloves and eye protection. 

3. Rinse deck with clear 
water. If necessary, apply a sec- 


ond coat of brightener to ; 
extremely dirty or stained } 


areas. Rinse and let dry. Apply 
a fresh coat of sealer or stain.

The Merrimack River 
Initiative (MRI) has produced a 
video about the Merrimack 
River and its watershed. The 
video is available to the public, 
and illustrates the watershed’s 
many ecological, economic and 
recreational resources. It is a 
great educational tool for 
schools, communities and orga- 
nizations. 

The MRI represents various 
stakeholders within the water- 
shed, including businesses, 
industries, governments, recre- 
ational interests and environ- 
mental groups. The Merrimack 
River Watershed, the fourth 
largest in New England, extends 
from the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire to the Atlantic 
Ocean in Massachusetts. The 
MRI has developed a strategic 
management plan for the water- 
shed, and produced tools to aid 
in implementing that plan. The 
MRI is led by the New England 
Interstate Water Pollution 
Control Commission (NEIW- 
PCC), and funded by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). The NEIWPCC 
was formed in 1947 to coordinate 
interstate water quality issues, 
educate water quality providers, 
and provide outreach to the pub- 
lie. 

The video was prepared by 
the NEIWPCC, the EPA and the 
Merrimack River Watershed 
Council (MRWC), a non-profit 
environmental group based in 
Lawrence, MA and Concord, 
NH. The MRWC works to pro- 
tect and restore the Merrimack 
River Watershed, to the benefit 
of communities and ecosystems 
alike. 

The video is suitable for high- 
school age and above. It 
explains the challenges facing 
the Merrimack River and its 
watershed, describes organiza- 
tions working to protect this 
resource, and outlines the man- 


agement system overseeing the| 
watershed, including federal, | 
state and local partners. { 


“The video paints a picture of? 
the watershed and its many 
resources,” says Carolyn Jen- 
kins, senior environmental ana- 
lyst with the NEIWPCC. ‘The’ 
video connects the watershed to 
the people who live and work 
there, and explains what can 
and should be done to maintain 
this vital area. It is a good start- 
ing point for learning more 
about this natural resource.”

the flashing was improperly ine 
stalled, your first idea is to 
quickly refasten the loose 
flashing by driving a couple of 
steel masonry nails into the 
mortar joints and then caulk- 
ing over the nailheads. 


Don’t do it. Galvanic corro- 
sion will result, especially 
when the caulk breaks down. 
The steel nailheads in contact 
with the stainless steel will cor- 
rode quickly, and the flashing 
will become loose and fall off. 
Also, the nail will rust, expand | 
and break apart more mortar, 
damaging the chimney. In- 
stead, tuck point the joints 
where the flashing loosened.

If you have old-fashioned 
steel gutters on your house, 
clean them well. Tannic acid 
leaches out of leaves as they 
lay in your gutters. This acid is 
corrosive to steel gutters and 
stains aluminum, so keep the 
gutters clean.
